It is claimed that the means em­ 
ployed by Mr. Murphy and which 
charge he will be confronted with if 
brought back to the city, will be for­ 
gery. 
T. J. Tyler is perhaps the 
heaviest individual loser in the city, 
although it is claimed that there have 
been numerous others who have been 
worked in different ways . 
In the office of the register of deeds 
of this county, Mr. Murphy is claim­ 
ed to have done some crooked work 
and in both instances Mr. Tyler is 
the loser. A mortgage deed dated 
March 27, 1901, given by August 
Luckow to D. F. Tyler is one of the 
instruments. 
This instrument was 
security for the sum of $000. 
It is claimed at the register's office 
that the mortgage deed shows ear 
marks of a rank forgery throughout. 
Luckow did give one mortgage on a 
quarter section of land and secured 
a loan of $300. 
It is claimed that 
M ur phy mad e a n a I most exact d u pi i - 
ate of the mortgage deed, forging the 
name uot only of Augnst Luckow to 
the same, but also the name of Miss 
Leonora Peabody, deputy register 
of deeds. In some manner, it is claim 
ed, 
Murphy secured the seal In 
the office of the register of deeds 
and it was properly executed. This 
was turned over to Mr. Tyler and he 
got $300 on this deal, so in all Mr, 
Tyler paid him IG09 as a loan to 
Luckow, but Luckow received but 
$2U0 of the money. 
The >ame kind 
of Instrument is claimed to have 
been forged, Joseph E. Myers being 
the purported signer of the mort­ 
gage deed. 
The office and furnishings with alt 
the books etc. in Mr. Murphy's pos­ 
session when be left the city have 
been attached by the sheriff and are 
now in his possession. 
Besides the 
mortgage deeds which are claimed by 
the officers at the court house to be 
forged, there are numerous other 
evidences of crooked work it is claim­ 
ed in the register of deeds office. 
Boma satisfaction of mortgages have 
been filed which are claimed to be 
forgeries. 
It is further claimed that 


the work has been carried o« through­ 
out the city, not forgeries exactly, 
but borrowed money etc. which will 
run into the thousands. 
The most recent discovery and 
perhaps the largest amount of money 
realised by falsification is in connec­ 
tion with a loon which Mr. Murphy 
bad negotiated for M. K. Swartz of 
this city from Barnes Bros, of Min­ 
neapolis. The aigpunt of the loan 
was $0500. 
Mr. Murphy carried the 
deal through all right and when be 
went to Minneapolis a week ago yes­ 
terday he turned over the papers to j 
Barnes Bros, and it is claimed receiv­ 
ed a check from them for $2500 made* 
payable to M. K. Swartz of this city. 
This check it is claimed was taken 
by Mr. Murphy and to secure the 
money on it he forged the name of 
M. K. Swartz. The check was cash­ 
ed by H. H. Barber, cashier of the 
Hennepin County Savings Bank, of 
Minneapolis. 
Attorney H. P. Rob­ 
erta, for this bank, is in the city to­ 
day looking up the matter. 
It* had 
not been discovered until last night 
by the bank that it was a forgery 
until Mr. Swartz telephoned down. 
Attorney Murphy left the city a 
week ago yesterday and be had been 
gone nearly a week before anyone 
realized but wbat he was transacting 
business in the Twin cities as his

The state drainage board has de­ 
cided to open the Grand Marie ditch 
about fifteen miles below Grand 
Forks to let out a large amount of 
stagnent water which has been mak 
ing the cattle sick. The G rand Marie 
was at one time the outlet to the Red 
I^ake river into the Red River of the 
North, but the channel changed a few 
years ago.» The Grand Marie was 
used as an outlet for drainage ditoh<w 
until it was closed by sediment. The 
cost of the proposed ditch, a* e>ti 
mated by Engineer George Ralph of 
Crooks ton, is about $2,000. 
The engineer reported that work 
commenced Oct. ti on the Badger 
and Shunk creek ditch in Roseau 
county. The contractor had taken 
out 5,580 cubic yards of earth, and 
according to the contract which calls 
for a payment of H5 per cent of the 
value of each month’s work, is entitl­ 
ed to $712.13, The new Solomon 
ditch in Marshall county work was 
commenced Oct. 12, and 6,$02 feet of 
earth taken out before freezing. The 
contractors claim was $677,50. The 
Lost River ditch in Beltrami county, 
which runs through a floating bog, 
way commenced O ct. 25 
The con­ 
tractors lookout 1,067cubic feet of 
dirt for which a claim of $lo7jtl was 
made. These claims were all allowed 
by the board. 
Work will lie commenced on the 
ditches again as soon u the frost is 
out of ths ground

that the ditches will be completed by 
July of next year.
